In- 
terestingly, this resource- sharing 
concept is hardly new: Ross 
Perot started EDS as a 'time- 
sharing' company in the 
1960s when mainframe time 
was horribly expensive."

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It's been a busy week at Microsoft. After an extensive development and 
beta testing phase, Microsoft announced the 64-bit version of Windows will 
be available beginning next month and told developers to start creating 
applications to take advantage of the extra processing power. The desktop 
version of the new 64-bit Windows will be available at the beginning of next 
month; the server version will be available a few weeks later. In other 
Microsoft news, the company announced that Michael Sievert, an AT&T 
Wireless executive, will head its Windows product management group, and 
a federal appeals court threw out a $520 million ruling against Microsoft in 
the patent case brought by Eolas Technologies and ordered a new trial. 



I Security Breaches 
Catch Senators' Attentions 

Paris Hilton, Bank Of America, Choice- 
Point, and Science Applications Inter- 
national all have something in common: 
They've all experienced security breaches 
in the past month. That's caught the atten- 
tion of a number of U.S. senators who are 
calling for new legislation to protect peo- 
ple's data. Pennsylvania Sen. Arlen Specter 
says the Judiciary committee will hold 
hearings soon. 

I MCI Will Talk With Qwest 

Long-distance company MCI will reopen 
merger talks with Qwest Communications. 
MCI had previously rejected Qwest' s $8 
billion acquisition bid, but Qwest execu- 
tives and MCI shareholders have pressed 
MCI to reconsider. Rival bidder Verizon, 
which recently agreed to acquire MCI for 
$6.7 billion, will allow MCI an additional 
two weeks to hold discussions with Qwest. 
MCI originally accepted Verizon's lower 
bid on the basis of Verizon's stronger 
growth potential, sources say. In a state- 
ment, Verizon expressed confidence that 
MCI will reach the same conclusion it 
reached after the first round of talks and 
accept Verizon's offer. 



I Intel Outsells AMD In Combo Chips 

Intel CEO Craig Barrett says his com- 
pany has surpassed AMD in shipments of 
x86 chips that can run both 32- and 64-bit 
software. Intel began shipping its version of 
the chip, which can also handle more mem- 
ory than its predecessors, in April 2004, 
about a year after AMD. Barrett credits the 
lead to the fact that Intel controls more than 
90% of the x86-based server chip market 
and more than 80% of all x86 chip sales. 

I Firefox Growth Slows 

WebSideStory reported that Mozilla 
Firefox 's growth rate in the browser market 
has slowed, growing 15% over the past five 
weeks as compared to 22% from Dec. 3 to 
Jan. 14. Although its growth has slowed, 
Firefox is still gaining ground on Micro- 
soft' s Internet Explorer, which has dropped 
below the 90% level in market share. 
According to OneStat.com, Firefox now 
holds 8.45% of the worldwide browser 
market, while IE holds 87.28%. 

I Ebbers Denies Knowledge 
Of WorldCom Fraud 

Former WorldCom CEO Bernard Ebbers 
testified at his fraud trial that he had 
"no earthly idea" that numbers were being 



falsified at the company. Ebbers, who is ac- 
cused of directing the $11 billion accounting 
scandal, delivered testimony that contradict- 
ed former finance chief Scott Sullivan's ear- 
lier statements. Sullivan had told the jury that 
Ebbers was an accounting- savvy executive 
who pressured him to "hit [the] numbers." 
Ebbers denied any recollection of such con- 
versations. Defense lawyers took a risk call- 
ing Ebbers as a witness, as he will be subject 
to potentially damaging cross-examination. 

I IBM Will Drop Itanium 

IBM plans to abandon support for Intel's 
Itanium processor in its server product line, 
say analysts. Big Blue has never been a 
strong backer of the Itanium technology, as 
the Intel chip competes with IBM's own 
Power processor family in the RISC 
processor market space. Nevertheless, Intel 
remains committed to Itanium, citing con- 
tinued demand from other server manufac- 
turers, including HP. 

I NIST Releases Security Guidelines 

The National Institute of Standards and 
Technology released its final version of secu- 
rity guidelines designed to protect federal 
computer systems. The new guidelines, 
which will require government agencies to 
have certain security controls and procedures 



in place, are intended to protect all federal 
agencies that are not part of the national 
security system. The security controls in the 
NIST guidelines cover 17 areas, including 
authentication and risk management. 

I Former Volterra Employee Sends 
Proprietary Chip Info To Competitor 

Shin-Guo Tsai was charged with trans- 
porting stolen property abroad after he 
allegedly sent data sheets from the compa- 
ny he worked for to a potential rival in 
Taiwan. Tsai admitted to FBI agents that he 
sent information on Volterra' s 1100-series 
products to Taiwanese semiconductor start- 
up CMSC. Experts say theft and espionage 
is common in Silicon Valley, although 
many companies choose not to report it for 
fear of negative media attention. 

I Raskin, Mac Pioneer, Dies 

Jef Raskin, initiator of the project that 
resulted in Apple's Macintosh computer, 
died of cancer at age 61. Raskin led the Mac 
project for two years but had a fallout with 
Apple co-founder Steve Jobs and left the 
company before the computer came to mar- 
ket. After leaving Apple, Raskin founded the 
company Information Appliance, where he 
designed another computer. He also wrote a 
book titled "The Humane Interface."

A Work In Progress 
That Could Benefit SMEs

Cisco Systems' UN (Intelligent 
Information Network) was hailed 
as an ambitious undertaking when 
it was unveiled in late 2002. The 
price was certainly eyebrow-rais- 
ing: Cisco estimated it was plan- 
ning to put $1 billion toward the 
project, which included finding 
new markets for what was devel- 
oped and aggressively pursuing 
strategic partnerships and acquisi- 
tions. Cisco expressed confidence 
that UN would capture mar- 
ket share in dozens of new 
areas, such as storage, IP 
telephony, video, cable, 
and wireless. 

Since then, the com- 
pany has gone beyond 
planning and dream- 
ing and has started to 
fashion UN into a 
real-time infrastruc- 
ture tool. It incorpor- 
ates products and ser- 
vices so IT departments 
can provision applica- 
tions quickly, virtualize 
resources easily, and in- 
crease utilization levels 
without making a nasty dent 
in the company budget. 

Rod Scott, senior director 
of enterprise marketing in 
Cisco's Industry Solutions 
Group, says the UN covers a host 
of initiatives at the company, 
from the future of network com- 
puting to issues with IP infra- 
structure. Although UN is still a 
work in progress, he says, Cisco 
believes that within three to five 
years, all of the components will 
be in place. 

Already Available 

Cisco defines UN as a systems- 
based infrastructure that enables 
the intelligent movement of data, 
voice, and video across a system 
of networks. By making networks 



smarter and faster, their intercon- 
nections can be better used to 
maximize resources and adapt 
quickly to change. 

"The important thing about this 
kind of intelligence is that it can 
work not just across a corporate 
campus, but across a network," 
says Scott. "That means it extends 
to the data center, satellite office, 
and even the telecommuter." 



Despite similar efforts at IBM, 
HP, and Microsoft, among others, 
Scott says Cisco's UN is unique 
in that it is more focused on hav- 
ing a broad set of products that 
perform in concert. Other compa- 
nies either create intelligence in 
smaller pockets of the infrastruc- 
ture or piecemeal in different 
components. 

"Most of our competitors are 
in one part of the network or 
another," he says. "True integra- 
tion is beyond the scope of their 
product offerings." 
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As Cisco developers tinker with 
upcoming components of UN, 
many parts are already released, 
such as the self-defending net- 
work, and storage virtualization. 
The company has also embedded 
more functionality, such as securi- 
ty, IP telephony, and content 
caching into its switches and 
routers as part of the UN initiative. 



The Road Ahead 

Other parts of the UN are still 
being developed, and Scott notes 
that the company is pursuing 
more development based on how 
customers are reacting to what's 
already in place. But the overall 
strategy has remained the same. 

"We want to satisfy the needs 
of our customers," he says, "but 



we also want to reach beyond that 
to provide a truly intelligent net- 
work that can adapt in real time." 
He adds that Cisco is focusing 
on application integration for 
future development. The company 
is also moving away from packet-

- Rod Scott, senior director of enterprise marketing for Cisco 






header routing into a more con- 
tent-oriented direction. 

SME Benefits 

Although Cisco will be targeting 
some larger enterprises with UN, 
that doesn't mean it's going to 
leave its SME customers strand- 
ed. Instead of cutting UN 
down to size, the company is 
going to work on building 
the real-time infrastructure 
into something SMEs can 
use, rather than just pro- 
viding a scaled-down 
version that might not do 
what they need. 

In particular, Scott 
notes that SMEs are par- 
ticularly interested in plug- 
and-play capability, and 
Cisco is working on ways 
to make its UN offering as 
straightforward and simple to use 
as possible for these customers. 

"Smaller and midsize compa- 
nies require complex network 
capability that's simple to oper- 
ate," he says. "The SME market 
tends to buy things off the shelf 
and wants products to be as easy 
to manage and set up as possible." 
Being able to employ intelligent 
networks is especially important 
for SMEs, Scott adds, because 
they often lack the resources 
needed to boost utilization levels 
in servers and storage appliances. 



requirements. With the compo- 
nents it already has, as well as 
those that are planned, Scott says 
the next few years will bring a 
slew of UN innovations. 

"We're working with customers 
to look at the capabilities that they 
need, and how an intelligent net- 
work can help," he says. "That 
brings the full reality of the intel- 
ligent network closer."

that instead of representing a cost element 
in the enterprise, IT can help enterprises 
make money. To realize that goal, Gartner 
defines RTI as "the ability to provision 
applications on the fly; to virtualize re- 
sources, to cost-effectively employ servers 
and storage to higher utilization levels than 
experienced today; and to do this all in a 
heterogeneous environment to fundamen- 
tally adapt to changing business require- 
ments in real time." 

According to Gartner, RTI has three value 
propositions: reduced costs, achieved by 
more efficient resource usage and reduced 
system-management labor costs; improved 
service levels, achieved by dynamic adjust- 
ments or tuning of IT services; and in- 
creased agility, achieved by rapid provision- 
ing of new services or resources and scaling 
of established services. 

Pie In The Sky? 

So how important is RTI and how can it 
help the SME? Or is this just more pie-in- 
the-sky marketing speak by companies that 
hope to make money by helping IT admins 
get their equipment working as it should 
have from the beginning? 

"When I last looked at it, [RTI offerings] 
often seemed more like wish fulfillment," says 
Ross Armstrong, an analyst for Info-Tech 
Research. (Note: Info-Tech analysts write a 
regular column for Processor.) 

The day-to-day lives of IT admins are 
fraught with putting out fires, ranging from 
server crashes to inexplicable network fail- 
ures, the origins of which are often difficult 
to pinpoint. Baschab likens the typical 
admin's plight to trying to make progress in 
a leaky canoe. In addition to bailing, which 
involves application desk help, bug fixes, 
and other support functions, the admin 



must row by implementing application 
enhancements and upgrades and steering 
with high-level application strategy setting, 
Baschab says. At the same time, the admin 
must have a thorough understanding of the 
application strategy setting with which to 
"only engage the business," Baschab says. 

So in the often over- stretched IT depart- 
ment of the SME, can the real-time infra- 
structure concept really help? 

Because real-time 
infrastructure is such 
a widely applicable 
concept, choosing 
a vendor can prove 
difficult. 



"I think it is important in this sense: 
There are a lot of 'natural monopoly' areas 
in IT departments, most obviously in the 
operations and infrastructure area. These 
are places where scale economics are help- 
ful, such as applying an OS upgrade patch, 
which involves the same work whether one 
user uses the system or 1,000," Baschab 
says. "In the application area, there are also 
some things like this, such as applying tax 
updates to your ERP, answering login ques- 
tions, etc. However, as you approach the 
core of what the applications do, [involv- 
ing] business logic, and as you consider 
highly customized applications, then the 
scale economies no longer apply." 

In fact, the SME receives more benefits 
from RTI than larger companies do, 
Baschab says. "I think it can be a source of 



considerable cost savings for the IT manag- 
er, particularly in the SME market. But 
ironically, it is the large companies that are 
the traditional customers of those vendors 
most likely to have the internal scales to 
make this a meaningful service offering," 
Baschab says. "By thinking about ways to 
do this in the midmarket, IBM and other 
large vendors can drive the most value for 
customers. Unfortunately for them, this 
also means retooling their entire sales 
approach." 

However, not all analysts agree. A typi- 
cal SME is often not likely to benefit from 
RTI, says Stephen O' Grady, an analyst for 
RedMonk. 

"I don't think your typical SME is think- 
ing in those terms," O' Grady says. "They 
are typically more reactive than proactive 
and try to solve problems discretely." 

The kinds of enterprises that stand to 
benefit have specific vertical needs to 
which RTI can apply. "There are a lot of 
brokers in the financial sector, for example, 
with only 150 people that have a fairly 
sophisticated IT infrastructure, or manufac- 
turers, such as members of Wal-Mart's sup- 
ply chain, that will likely have a need," 
O' Grady says. "I would also recommend 
against people going out to build the real- 
time infrastructure, since in reality, it is 
useful to solve real-time enterprise prob- 
lems, such as aspects of your network that 
suffer from latency or incompatible sys- 
tems. An IT admin doesn't just go out there 
and build a real-time infrastructure because 
it's a good idea." 

Before Jumping In 

So how should an IT admin of a 100- to 
1,000-user network educate himself before 
making a purchasing decision? Because 
RTI is such a widely applicable concept, 
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choosing a vendor can prove difficult. Any 
potential purchasing decision should be 
contingent on the thoroughness of a sales 
team's educational program about what 
real-time infrastructure is and how it will 
solve specific problems in the network, 
Baschab says. 

"I would educate myself by having 
strong vendor sales teams do some of the 
heavy lifting. Vendors are more than happy 
to meet with potential and existing cus- 
tomers to talk about what is happening in 
the industry," Baschab says. "We do a fair 
amount of client education on this front, 
and I consider it part of the cost of sales." 

However, this means that the IT admin 
must get better at vendor selection and ven- 
dor management. "These are two areas that 
IT managers have not traditionally been 
great in," Baschab says. "To be effective at 
[purchasing], IT managers definitely need 
to move out of their comfort zone."

If you are going to design/ 
build a data center, it's likely that the 
data center has some significant 
importance to your business, so do it 
right. Try to avoid retrofitting a space 
that really wasn't designed to accom- 
modate a data center." 

Moving into existing office space is 
different from building from scratch. 



square foot that today's equipment 
requires. Many of today's small to 
medium-sized enterprises are finding 
that available floor space is unusable 
because of the saturation of distribu- 
tion panels, building power feeds, and 
rooftop tower areas. A general rule of 
thumb for power in the data center is 
about 300 watts per square foot. 

Ventilation is another list-topper. 
Essentially, the prospective data cen- 
ter must be able to support cooling 
capacities necessary to remove the 
total heat output. Room design and 
equipment choices must be detailed to 
reduce hot spots and ensure adequate

It's more like buying a house and hav- 
ing to renovate beyond measure to 
make the house suit your specific liv- 
ing needs. Walls are torn down, floor- 
ing is changed and, by the time you're 
through with the ordeal, the whole 
place looks entirely different. And so 
it goes for the data center. Let's take a 
look at some of the most important 
considerations when moving into 
existing office space. 

Factor This In 

By far, one of the most important 
factors is the electrical power that will 
light up the place. Data centers con- 
sume huge amounts of power. Data 
center managers should analyze 
potential spaces to make sure they can 
handle the hundreds of watts per 



Factors To Consider 



The following is a list of factors to consider when renovating office space to hold a 
data center: 



cooling for every part of the data cen- 
ter. In other words, you may have to 
poke a few holes in the building if the 
new space reminds you of a hot, stuffy 
attic. It doesn't take long for expen- 
sive servers to incur serious damage 
due to cooling failures, so having 
good monitoring and alert systems in 
place is essential. 

Flooring is another issue when con- 
verting existing space into a data cen- 
ter. Chances are the existing office 
space was never designed to house a 
data center, so the flooring will likely 
need upgrading. Raised up to be 
precise. Raised flooring supports such 
underlying elements as electrical 
systems, communications cabling, 
network systems, and fire suppres- 
sion services. An under-the-floor 



Structural Floor Loading 

Offices average 75 pounds per square foot; data centers normally hold 125 pounds 
per square foot minimum, 150+ pounds per square foot preferred. Data centers 
hold a lot of heavy equipment in very close proximity. This is the No. 1 considera- 
tion; if the building doesn't have the proper structural floor loading capacity, locate 
the data center somewhere else. 



Floor-To-Floor Ceiling Heights 

Data centers with raised floors should have a minimum clearance of 14 feet (2-foot 
raised floor, plus 10-foot main data center, plus 2 feet above the ceiling). Office- 
oriented space rarely offers this clearance. This issue addresses cooling in the 
data center. The ability to remove/dissipate heat and distribute cool air is the key 
to an effective and efficient data center environment. 



Electric & HVAC Separation 

The data center should ideally have fully separate and independent electric and 
HVAC infrastructures. You want to minimize, to the greatest extent possible, the 
ability for something or someone outside of the data center to adversely affect the 
operation and safety of the data center. 



Wet Fire-Suppression System 

Data centers and water do not mix well. The wet suppression system should be 
converted to a dry-pipe system in the data center (dual interlock being the best 
of this type) or a gas suppression system (such as FM200). If this is a multistory 
building and there are people spaces on floors above the data center, then there 
will still be wet pipes over the data center and on the floor(s) above, which is still 
a concern for the data center. 
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air-conditioning system might also be 
a good idea. Many contemporary data 
centers have even adopted the use of 
overhead signal troughs to minimize 
cabling under the floor that can 
impede good airflow. 

The last important ingredient in the 
mix would be a great fire detection 
and suppression system. Look for data 
center-specific equipment. Ansul's 
SAPPHIRE Fire Suppression System 
(www.ansul.com) and Vision Fire &

Here are a few things to consider when 
planning for a data center: 

□ Continuous availability is a direct 
result of the reliability of the data 
center's building systems infra- 
structure. 

□ Advances in science continue to 
reduce the physical size of technolo- 
gy, greatly increasing the quantity of 
technology that will fit within a cubic 
foot of floor space. 

□ Nothing lasts forever; unplanned 
outages occur despite the best 
planning efforts. 

□ Air space is less costly than floor 
space. 

□ Redundancy, single-point-of-failure 
avoidance, maintainability, flexibility, 
and scalability are essential compo- 
nents of critical environment design. 

□ Planning a data center and operat- 
ing a data center require different 
skill sets.

Security's VESDA fire detection 
devices (www.vesda.com) are both 
great examples of equipment suited 
for the enterprise. Having water sprin- 
klers in the middle of the room simply 
won't cut it. 

These issues are the essentials in 
the data center. Look at them as wise 
investments. Sure there are ways to 
cut costs, but trimming off the neces- 
sities will ultimately spell trouble. 

Pearls Of Wisdom 

To round out the essentials, Harris 
adds another bit of advice. "One of the 
biggest issues is the cost of real estate 
and the location of the real estate. For 
many companies, their people space is 
located in the highest rent or cost areas 
of their local geography. For a data 
center, which has among the highest 
per square foot capital buildout, as 
well as operating costs, locating the 
data center in high rent/cost locations 
will only increase operating costs. 
Additionally, the reasons for putting 
personnel in a certain location (acces- 
sibility, customer proximity, visibility, 
etc.) are usually contrary to the securi- 
ty requirements of a data center." 

Harris offers one last piece of wis- 
dom. "Measure twice and cut once. 
Take the time to do a thorough inves- 
tigation of the site." 

It is obvious, then, that sticking a 
few servers together in the same closet 
doesn't constitute a data center. Data 
center planning and conversion is 
more than that. It requires careful 
investigation, analysis, and most 
importantly, an experienced hand. It 
might be a good idea to seek advice 
from experts such as Forsythe. Doing 
so will likely save both time and 
money in the long run. After all, what 
is a great conversion without piece of 
mind and savings to go with it?

On-demand. 

It's a term you hear every day 
in 10 different ways. In fact, it's 
one of the words that gets a 
new definition from each per- 
son you ask. 

So we asked John Lutz, 
On-Demand business vice 
president for IBM, the firm 
that coined the term and 
employs it to describe an 
array of software, hardware, 
and, above all, business con- 
cepts that promise to do 
nothing less than improve 
the way business is done, 
globally. 

"Our definition of On- 
Demand starts with the state 
of the business itself," says 
Lutz. "It's not something 
IBM offers to sell. It's not a 
set of software and hardware. 
Instead, it' s a state of business in 
which every business process is 
interconnected and supported 
with the right technology, to 
allow all the necessary integration 
inside the firm and to the cus- 
tomers and the supply chain." 

In other words, in its purest 
form, On-Demand refers to a way 
of binding technology to the busi-

But in IBM's self-averred bold 
vision of On-Demand, it doesn't 
have to be that way. 

Take this example. As a firm 
takes on new projects, products, 
and lines of business, it tends 
to do so "app by app." It has a 
CRM and ERP system, along 
with all the servers and stor- 
age it needs to run them. But 
it does little to integrate 
them and truly bend them to 
the needs of customers. 
In IBM's vision, Big Blue 
sees these systems combined 
and tightly integrated through 
the use of utility computing, 
autonomic (or self-healing) sys- 
tems, virtualization, and high-end 
adaptive automation. 

The end result? According to 
Lutz, you'll get "an end to the 
problem of integrating all your 
systems across the enterprise. 
We've all seen it," he says. "The 
airline may have me as a [plat- 
inum] member, but when I call 
with a simple request they can't 
help me. They have to ask me to 
call some other number and plug 
into another system." 

Share & Share Alike 

In this vision of high integration, 
IBM sees companies in which for- 
merly disparate operations, such as 
accounting, fulfillment, and cus- 
tomer relations, not only share the 
same networks and systems but 
intimately understand the others' 
work. And that lets the business 
deal with the customer as he 
should be dealt with — flawlessly. 

Of course, IBM is not alone 
with the notion of On-Demand.

Other marquee names, such as 
Sun and HP, have designs on the 
realm of high-end integration and 
business planning. {Note: For 
more information on other com- 
panies' real-time infrastructure 
initiatives, see the other articles 
in this section.) 

But, says Lutz, none of them 
have the capacity to deliver the 
whole package, soup to nuts. "We 
know that in combination, other 
folks can propose similar capabil- 
ities," he says. "You might have a 
consultancy, then a systems inte- 
grator, then a company that pro- 
vides hardware and software on 
top of that. But with cycle times 
being what they are, we're seeing 
folks attracted to the idea of get- 
ting their business consulting 
from the same place that they get 
their technology expertise." 

And in the end, this means that 
IBM's On-Demand vision is large 
indeed. The world's biggest IT 
firm sees itself as a single, end-to- 
end provider of technologies that 
truly serve a business need or 
enable a business process, the 
way they did in the days when IT 
was not a separate fiefdom in the 
enterprise, but one that lived and 
breathed to serve the business. 

Only time will tell what hap- 
pens to that notion, of course. But 
when all the votes are counted, it 
could mean that On-Demand is 
very much on target, too. 



The Problem 
Of Disuse 



Part of IBM's On-Demand push 
lies in making sure that networks 
are used to their full capacity. 
According to John Lutz, On- 
Demand business vice president 
for IBM, most networks are grossly 
underused because of a lack of 
integration. 

"You have wildly disaggregated 
technology," he says, "because 
each system tends to get overbuilt 
for the sake of extra capacity and 
peak loads and regulation environ- 
ments and so on, and you very 
often have 3x, 4x, and 5x what's 
required." The result? "We see 
server utilization at 5% to 15%." 

Lutz speaks daily with customers 
who give him this data. "I've never 
had anyone claim over 50% aggre- 
gate utilization," he says. "I've had 
some bold assertions at 20% to 
30%, but that's it."

When it comes to the 24/7 data 
center, the stakes have never been 
higher.

Keep It Simple 

"Simplification and standardization 
are critical processes our customers 
need to go through to understand how 
to get RTI," Appalaraju says. Because 
redundancy and customization have 
become so common, IT simplification 
and standardization can have a huge 
impact in the enterprise. This can be 
accomplished through a large-scale 
IT consolidation or by building a 
shared resources infrastructure so

"We are really happy with it and are 
looking at implementing the Open-

advantage of built-in server solutions 
such as on-demand provisioning, 
Jelinkova points out that the universi- 
ty still garners value from the Adap- 
tive Enterprise principles.

Feels Your Pain 



Dynamic Systems Initiative Is Blueprint 
For Smoother System Management

Microsoft is well aware of the chal- 
lenges that enterprises face in managing 
their systems. It has spent millions studying 
these challenges and understanding the 
major drains on IT staff time. According to 
an Accenture study commissioned by 
Microsoft, IT departments can exhaust up 
to 70% of their time maintaining existing 
systems. This can be a significant drain on 
departments tasked with innovating new 
solutions that will help their businesses 
make money. 

Over the past few years, Microsoft has 
promised to help IT professionals sustain a 
better balance between maintenance and 
innovation. Its goal is to get the percentage 
of time devoted to maintenance down to 
55%. Its game plan is called the Dynamic 
Systems Initiative. 

A New Approach 

To Enterprise Management 

DSI is Microsoft's long-term commit- 
ment to improve enterprise management 
solutions. The company is two years into 
what it claims is a 10-year, multibillion- 
dollar effort to change the way it and its 
partners develop hardware and software. 

"Traditionally, the building of manage- 
ment solutions comes very late in the 
cycle, after products are released, and the 
management solution ... is meant to cover 
over the cracks," says David Hamilton, 
director of Microsoft's Windows and 
enterprise management division. "We took 
a different approach with the Dynamic 
Systems Initiative, which assumes that 
management information can be built into 
hardware and software right at develop- 
ment time. We believe that this will revo- 
lutionize the whole process of enterprise 
management." 

The idea, he says, is to automate many of 
the routine tasks associated with updating 
systems and deploying applications. DSI's 
long-term goal is similar to other initiatives 
in the IT world: to bring real-time infra- 
structure to fruition. 

Microsoft hopes to not only decrease the 
amount of time IT spends on maintenance, 
but also cut down on human error. Gartner 



analysts currently ascribe 40% of system 
downtime to operations errors. 

Although DSI might not sound that dif- 
ferent from other vendors' plans for RTI, 
the differentiating factor is Microsoft's 
ubiquity in the enterprise. With the jugger- 
naut of Microsoft and its partners working 
on this initiative, IT managers are bound 
to feel DSI's effects at some point during 
the next decade. 



SDM is an XML blueprint that establish- 
es a common software contract between 
development, deployment, and operations. 
Tools supporting SDM will let IT managers 
explicitly define data center standards and 
policies for development. It will also give 
developers the ability to encode operational 
requirements into their applications at 
design time. 

Support of SDM is still elusive, but the

While there are still years to go in the 
DSI playbook, Microsoft is already touting 
achievements made in conjunction with the 
initiative.

Other DSI-related rollouts include the 
introduction of SMS 2003 feature packs and 
launches of Virtual Server 2005, Active 
Directory, and Identity Integration Server. 
DSI-focused partnering has also led to the 
development of the WS -Management proto- 
col written with help from AMD, Dell, Intel, 
and Sun for Web services development.

It seems that 
Microsoft is serious about effective partnering 
for this initiative. An example of this is the 
November 2004 announcement of Microsoft 
and Dell's decision to integrate Dell 
OpenManage 4 systems management soft- 
ware with Microsoft Systems Management 
Server 2003.

Sun, AT&T & EMC Address The Challenge 
Of Real-Time Infrastructure

It seems to be part Utopian 
vision and part marketing hype. 
Imagine a world where virtually 
unlimited computing power is at 
your disposal, dynamically allocat- 
ed to fit the needs of the moment. 
In a nutshell, that is the goal of 
real-time infrastructure, or RTI. 

RTI promises to let IT admins 
dynamically respond to changing 
information technology needs and 
make full use of available tech- 
nology assets while also lowering 
IT costs. To realize that vision, 
though, different network tech- 
nologies must work in concert, 
and different business units or 
projects have to be willing to 
share data center resources. 

Typical network environments 
and data centers are filled with 
servers that may be often under- 
utilized, yet also unable to ade- 
quately handle spikes in demand. 
"[In] today's typical data cen- 
ter, the typical environment is not 
shared," asserts Donna Scott, a 
vice president and distinguished 
analyst for the Gartner Group. 
"Dedicated servers must be [de- 
signed] for peaks in demand." 

Some of the companies that 
provide a range of enterprise-class 
computer networking services and 
equipment, such as IBM and HP, 
are in a position to provide the 
array of components necessary for 
an RTI solution. However, some 
smaller companies still have con- 
tributions to make to the overall 
RTI picture, particularly for 
smaller businesses. 

Sun's N1 Grid 

Sun Microsystems is a pioneer in 
the area of pooling server resources 



so that the sum is greater than its 
parts. "RTI typically comes about 
via automation, which delivers sav- 
ings in time and effort," says Sun's 
Nl Grid team. "Smaller companies 
in particular will be able to do 
things that are not feasible with 
their current resources and budgets. 
Related to this is the opportunity 
arising from utility computing. 
Now smaller organizations that 
couldn't buy 5,000 systems can 
rent them for a finite duration to 
address problems they might not 
have been able to address before." 

The Sun Nl Grid provides a 
means for pooling and sharing 
processing power and using what 
otherwise might be wasted capac- 
ity, but it does not have all of the 
components of a true RTI solu- 
tion. Attaining that goal requires 
broader virtualization of database 
processing power and storage 
capacity, among other things, to 
encompass the range of data cen- 
ter tasks and services. 

Sun's Nl Grid team realizes that 
more growth and evolution needs 
to take place. "Everybody has a 
different idea of the 'true RTI 
goal,' such as addressing the prob- 
lem of today's compute-intensive 
workloads. Tools like Grid Engine 
and others help to largely address 
this issue, but there is more work 
to be done, particularly in linking 
multiple organizations in collabo- 
rative ways and integrating com- 
pute-intensive workloads with the 
rest of the data center." 

Ma Bell Eyes The Future 

AT&T is another company with 
a grand vision of providing RTI 
for its customers. Eric Shepcaro, 
AT&T's chief strategist, says, 
"Today's hypercompetitive global 
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EMC: Storage Solutions For RTI 

EMC, an industry leader in pro- 
viding enterprise-class storage 
solutions, has its own vision of 
real-time infrastructure. But 
unlike Sun or AT&T or the larger 
network hardware and computer 
services providers, EMC operates 
in a niche market. 

EMC provides key aspects that 
are necessary to achieve true RTI. 
EMC is a pioneer in virtualization. 
Its subsidiary, VMWare, allows 
companies to create virtual servers 
within a server. Entire test or devel- 
opment environments can be 
created on partitions within a 
server to more fully use its 
CPU capacity on diverse plat- 
forms and applications.

sis than ever before on 
flexibility, adaptiveness, respon- 
siveness, and time to market. At 
the same time, cost control is key. 
RTI [lets] companies respond to 
external events and be proactive in 
exploiting emerging market condi- 
tions while managing cost through 
usage-sensitive pricing models." 

Like Sun's Nl Grid, the current 
focus of AT&T's RTI efforts is on 
providing CPU processing power 
on an as-needed basis. AT&T, 
beginning with its roots as a POTS 
provider, is a veteran in providing 
service on a pay-per-use basis. 

AT&T has offered a variety of 
other pay-per-use services in the 
past few years, including man- 
aged storage, hosting, and tape 
backup and restore services. Re- 
cently, AT&T introduced a man- 
aged utility-computing offering, 
allowing customers to purchase 
CPU processing power on a pay- 
per-use basis, as well. 

AT&T has been around for a 
long time and it is well-established 
throughout the world in various 
markets. This gives it a unique 
position to leverage. "In the same 




way that 
building a house may 
take a year but renting a hotel 
room takes only minutes, AT&T 
can provide the servers, storage, 
network, and applications environ- 
ment in a dramatically shorter 
interval than clients can do it 
themselves. With our global cov- 
erage, we can meet the needs of 
local or multinational clients 
based on our footprint on four 
continents," says Shepcaro. 

But, like Sun, AT&T recognizes 
that the true realization of RTI is 
not here yet. Shepcaro concludes, 
"RTI is not a destination, but a 
journey. Reducing cycle times for 
initial provisioning of infrastruc- 
ture and subsequent Moves, Adds, 
Changes, and Deletes is something 
that we continue to focus on. Being 
able to support spikes in customer 
demand intelligently and cost- 
effectively is also a focus area."

Achieving The Goal 

Gartner's Scott says, "RTI repre- 
sents not just a reduction in IT 
costs, but also an improvement in 
agility." But RTI also faces road- 
blocks. "One of the primary in- 
hibitors to the success of RTI," she 
adds, "is political infighting and 
lack of desire to share servers." 

Each vendor has its own vision 
and its own ideas for how to 
achieve it. Ultimately, a true RTI 
will probably require standards 
for different technologies to 
work together, as well as collab- 
oration among companies to 
combine the necessary services 
and technologies.

The 2005 Security Menu: Anti-Phishes, 
Anti-Spy ware & Authentication

It seems as if the entire security 
market is set to flourish. According 
to IDC, the IT security market will 
grow by 16% in 2005. A recent 
survey by the IT research firm says 
86% of organizations surveyed will 
increase their security spending in 
2005. There is good reason for the 
ripe marketplace and increased 
spending: The threat from mal- 
ware, hackers, and blended threats 
keeps rising in sophistication and 
volume. Companies are also recog- 
nizing that their IT infrastructures 
are the lifeline to business success. 
According to the mi2g Intelli- 
gence Unit, the total economic 
damage from malware in 2004 is 
estimated between $169 billion and 
$204 billion. This makes 2004 the 
worst year on record, by a wide 
margin, for malware damage. 

The Entree 

The Yankee Group reports that 
the leaders in the security pack 
continue to be Cisco, Symantec, 
and VeriSign. The analyst firm 
dices up the security market 
into three blanket components: 
command and control, threat miti- 
gation, and managed security ser- 
vices. The Yankee Group expects 
the security marketplace to gener- 



ate $13 billion in revenue this year. 
It's also interesting to note that 
Symantec and Veritas Software 
recently announced a merger in an 
all-stock transaction, where Veritas 
will sink into Symantec. IDC is 
estimating the total market oppor- 
tunity for the merger to be around 
$35 billion, expecting this to reach 
$56 billion by 2007. 

This kind of growth is also 
expected to move beyond U.S. bor- 
ders into the global security mar- 
ketplace. Canalys recently reported 
the EMEA (Europe, Middle East, 
and Africa) region security market 
as growing 27% year-over-year in 
Q3 2004, exceeding approximately 
$550 million in end-user value. 
Analysts attribute the growth to 
a fundamental shift in demand dri- 
vers and vendor strategies. 

Canalys believes that market 
value is starting to shift away from 
established technologies, such as 
firewalls and VPN, to the integra- 
tion of authentication and intrusion 
protection technologies into vendor 
security solutions. The European 
analyst group also estimates that 
intrusion protection grew 74% 
year-over-year, while authenti- 
cation grew 351% in Q3 2004. 
Cisco's share dropped a bit, but it 
maintained its position as market 
leader. Symantec placed second,

A monitoring tool that can log passwords, account 
numbers, and other sensitive information. 



while several others, including 
Nokia, Trend Micro, and Check 
Point, followed close behind. 

The Main Dish 

Among the security list-toppers 
this year are phishing scams, spy- 
ware, and authentication and intru- 
sion protection. By far, the most 
popular is spyware. According to 
IDC, the market for anti- spyware 
paraphernalia will reach $305 mil- 
lion by 2008. A recent IDC survey 
cited spyware as the fourth-greatest 
threat to enterprise security. 

Of course, everyone is wonder- 
ing when Microsoft will build anti- 
spyware capabilities into Internet 
Explorer. As far as Gartner is con- 
cerned, Microsoft won't equip IE 
against spyware until the release of 
WinXP SP3, which is scheduled for 
release the second half of this year. 
Gartner is advising companies to 
demand anti- spyware protection 
from their antivirus vendors in that 
six-month window, or else switch 
to a product that offers both protec- 
tion methods. The research firm 
also expects Microsoft to build a 
complete desktop security solution 
for consumers and enterprise users 
during the next five years. 

And then there is phishing. 
According to the Anti-Phishing 
Working Group, almost 5% of 
recipients respond to phishing. 
This is a far greater percentage 
than the 1% who respond to ordi- 
nary spam. Security experts are 
expecting the phishing problem to 
get worse in 2005, affecting almost 
every data center. 



The Security Market 



The Radicati Group released a 
2004 study titled "E-mail Anti- 
Phishing and Anti-Fraud Market 
Trends 2004-2008" that reveals just 
how vicious these phishing attacks 
are. According to the study, the 
number of unique phishing attacks 
worldwide will grow a staggering 
115% from an average of 51 unique 
attacks per month in 2004 to 110 
unique attacks per month by 2008. 



The Leftovers 

What's next for the security mar- 
ketplace? Looking through IDC's 
glasses, we see secure content 
management, firewalls, and VPNs 
experiencing slower growth in 
the coming months. The main 
high-growth areas will be 3A 



(authentication, authorization, 
administration) software and in- 
trusion detection and protection 
software. Approximately one-third 
of businesses are planning to im- 
plement biometrics, smart cards for 
network or appliance authentica- 
tion, and hardware-based intrusion 
detection appliances. 

The security market remains 
strong — $13 billion strong to be 
accurate. Companies are recog- 
nizing that security should be 
embedded into the network in- 
stead of being an add-on feature. 
The computer security paradigm 
is shifting from a single-point 
solution to one which demands 
protection against multiple types 
of threats.

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Software Licensing Headaches, 

Part Two 



Last time I talked 
about software licens- 
ing in general and ranted a 
bit about usage-based li- 
censing. (Part One of "Soft- 
ware Licensing Headaches" 
can be found in the Feb. 25 
issue of Processor.) In to- 
day's column I'd like to get 
into some of the specific 
licensing issues I encoun- 
tered when we upgraded to 
Webtrends 7. 

Misleading Evaluation 

NetlQ makes a 14-day 
trial of Webtrends available 
as a free download. I ap- 
plaud NetlQ for making it 
easy for customers to try out 
its software before making a 
purchase decision. I was 
pleasantly surprised at how 
easy it was to set up and con- 
figure. NetlQ changed its 
licensing model with Web- 
trends 7 to charge per page 
view, and as part of the eval- 
uation, I wanted to determine 
what this meant in terms of 
the cost to use the product. 

After processing a few 
days' worth of log files, I 
loaded the licensing portion 
of the Webtrends applica- 



tion to see how many page 
views I had used. I was sur- 
prised that it only showed 
two page views, while the 
actual Web site reports list- 
ed thousands per day. I 
called the support number 
provided for evaluations 
and was told that the page- 
view licensing wasn't ap- 
plicable for the evaluation 




and that I could process all 
the logs I wanted during the 
trial period. 

I thought that was a nice 
bonus, so I evaluated an 
entire year's worth of log 
files for one of our Web 
sites. According to the 
Webtrends reports, this Web 
site averaged approximately 
12,000 page views per day. 
Based on that, I decided to 



purchase the Professional 
edition of Webtrends, which 
covers 5 million page views 
per year. 

Paying For Filtering 

I was in for a rude surprise 
once I installed the real 
license. I had Webtrends 
configured to automatically 
process log files for one of 



I looked at the number of 
page views in the report, and 
it showed approximately 
36,000 page views for the 
three days that I had been 
running with the real license. 
I assumed that this must be a 
bug in the Webtrends soft- 
ware, so I called the support 
line. They weren't sure what 
caused the problem, but 
assumed it had to do with the 
transition from the trial ver- 
sion. They agreed to reset the 
page- view counter. 

The next day I checked 
the license module again. 
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I Danny Cecil has 19 years of experience in product development 
and information technology at various companies, including HP and 
WildTangent. For the past few years, Cecil has managed data center 
operations and information technology for several Seattle companies. 
He is currently the senior director of IT and Operations for 
WildTangent, an online game publishing company in Redmond, Wash. 



our Web sites every night. 
After three days, I decided to 
check how we were doing 
with respect to licensing. I 
couldn't believe what I saw. 
According to the licensing 
module, I had used almost 
250,000 page views in three 
days! That would put me on 
pace to use 30 million page 
views per year, which would 
require us to spend $15,000 
for page- view upgrades. 



It showed approximately 
82,000 page views, while 
the report itself showed 
roughly 12,000 page views. 
It took several calls to 
NetlQ to determine that the 
license module showed 
more page views than the 
actual report because I had 
Webtrends set to filter 
some data. The data I was 
filtering were Web hits 
from our BiglP load bal- 



ancers and our monitoring 
system. I couldn't believe 
that I actually had to pay 
for page views on worth- 
less data that I wanted to 
throw away! 

I was extremely annoyed 
at this policy but had 
enough invested in the 
solution to keep trying to 
make it work. I wrote a 
Perl script for filtering the 
data and set it to run each 
night before Webtrends 
processed the logs. 

Slippery Definitions 

The next day I checked 
the licensing module again 
and was unpleasantly sur- 
prised to learn that the 
licensing module page- view 
count and the report page- 
view count still didn't 
match. It took several hours 
and many phone calls back 
and forth with NetlQ sup- 
port to determine that the 
problem had to do with 
page- view definitions. 

The definition of a page 
view is intended to corre- 
spond to what you would 
see in your browser when 
you go to a Web site. There 
are many objects in a Web 
page that all together count 
as a page view. Webtrends 
looks at the file suffix to 
determine which objects 
represent a page view. It 



counts suffixes such as 
.html, .asp, or .jsp as a page 
view and suffixes such as 
.gif or .jpg as elements on a 
page. For purposes of the 
report, you can add your 
own suffixes to the list that 
are counted as page views, 
but you can't add to the list 
of suffixes that are counted 
as page elements. This 
means that unrecognized 
suffixes don't show up as 
page views in the report, 
but they do count as page 
views by the licensing 
module. 

We have many special 
file suffixes for our online 
games, and this licensing 
scheme means that every 
object our games load via 
http gets counted as a page 
view. I was almost apo- 
plectic with our NetlQ rep 
when I discovered this bit 
of stupidity. To NetlQ' s 
credit, the rep addressed 
the issue by upgrading our 
license to 30 million page 
views at no additional cost. 
However, I still wasted a 
lot of time that I won't get 
back. I won't be using 
Webtrends for any addi- 
tional Web sites until it 
provides a more reasonable 
licensing scheme.

Common Sense 



Have you ever been 
arrested? You know 
the part of the Miranda rights 
where they say, "Anything 
you say can and will be used 
against you in a court of 
law"? I've never been cuffed 
in the back of a cruiser, but 
sometimes when I click my 
personal Web log's publish 
button, I wonder if my words 
will come back to haunt me 
when I return to the office 
the next day. 

The stark reality of blog- 
ging is this: Anything you 
publish can easily be used 
against you by your em- 
ployer. If you're posting 
anonymously and you think 
you're immune, think again. 

The Liability Trap 

I'm one of those silly peo- 
ple who publishes a blog 
under his own name. Be- 
cause of this, I tread careful- 
ly and don't, as a rule, write 
about my job. Thankfully, 
I work for the kind of com- 
pany that understands the 
importance of employees 
using — and learning — new 
technologies on their own 
time. 



As such, I suspect they 
would not fire me for cross- 
ing the work/blog line. But 
there's always a bit of doubt 
in the back of my mind: You 
simply never know what 
might happen. 

If your online situation is 
similar, you could be know- 
ingly jeopardizing your 
career by not using common 
sense to maintain an ade- 
quate division between work 
and home. If you're on the 
other side of the equation, 
failure to effectively govern 
what your employees can 
and cannot publish about 
your company could snow- 
ball into a catastrophic 
public relations and legal 
nightmare. 

Freedom Of . . . What? 

Stepping back from the 
pink-slip precipice for a 
moment, let's examine 
whether companies should 
be getting involved at all. If 
they can control what I may 
or may not write on my 
blog, can they also decide 
that I really shouldn't have 
that extra scoop of vanilla 
fudge ice cream at Baskin- 



and Web infrastructure 
hadn't developed easy-to-use 
publishing tools that even 
my mother-in-law can love. 

Every time a new tech- 
nology becomes friendly 
enough for the masses to use, 
it doesn't take long before 



Robbins? And if I decide to 
ignore their directive and eat 
the forbidden glob of dairy 
goodness anyway, are they 
within their rights to point 
me toward the sidewalk 
with a file box and a sever- 
ance check? 

We're still living in a gray 
area here, and the shades can 
bleed depending on where

you live. But all employees 
should err on the side of cau- 
tion, and all employers 
should publish terms of use 
agreements and policy docu- 
ments that refer specifically 
to blogging.

None of this would have 
happened if the geniuses 
who build today's software 



we get into trouble and need 
some omnipotent benefactor 
to rescue us. But no one can 
rescue bloggers from them- 
selves. Their only real pro- 
tection is to not publish at all. 

Information Walks 
Out The Door 

This isn't the first technol- 
ogy to cause a conundrum. 



Cell phones, email, and gen- 
eral Internet use all allow 
employees to publish, trans- 
mit, or share information that 
they perhaps should not. 
These acceptable-use crises 
have traditionally been re- 
solved, more or less, by 
another layer of documenta- 
tion and process. 

But blogs can be even 
more insidious if not proper- 
ly addressed. They can 
spread so much information 
about your company to so 
many people, and they can 
do it incredibly quickly. 
Blogging' s viral reality can 
do more than send a message 
to millions of eyes within 
hours and days. It can also 
land you on the front pages 
of conventional media if you 
cross the wrong line. 

As usual, IT finds itself in 
the middle of the debate. 
Fortunately, the techies have 
the power to save the compa- 
ny some pain. Here's how: 

• Publish blogging terms 
of use documentation on 
the corporate intranet. 
Make a big deal out of it. 
Failure to effectively doc- 
ument could open the 
company up to legal risk. 
Include examples of al- 
lowable and unacceptable 
blogging behaviors. 

• Hold lunch and learn train- 
ing sessions for staff. 



Tap your experts to men- 
tor other staff in the dos 
and don'ts of blogging. 
This will also allow em- 
ployees to develop strong- 
er communication skills. 
Think big picture. 

• Incorporate compliance 
into the performance re- 
view process. Even if your 
employees don't maintain 
their own sites, simply 
having the knowledge of 
acceptable blogging use 
should be encouraged. 

• Challenge employees to 
leverage their blogging 
skills internally. Don't 
alienate the bloggers on 
your staff. Encourage 
them to use their new- 
found skills for internal 
gain. 

The proliferation of blogs 
has opened up some sticky 
situations for companies 
hoping to maintain control 
over their brand. But em- 
ployee blogging need not be 
an adversarial situation. 
With a little care, you can 
harness the power of this 
emerging medium and keep 
your employees happy in the 
process. If you're an em- 
ployee, it just might save 
your job.

If your company is 
like mine, the expecta- 
tions of your IT department 
continue to grow while your 
budget continues to shrink. 
One way to do more things 
with less money is to lease 
your IT equipment. But what 
should you look for in a 
leasing partner? 

Today there are hundreds, 
if not thousands, of compa- 
nies willing to finance your 
IT equipment. There's a bank 
on every corner that would 
love to finance your hard- 
ware. Note that I didn't say to 
look for a "finance compa- 
ny." Look for a "leasing part- 
ner." There's a difference. 

In today's rapidly chang- 
ing high-tech world, your 
leasing partner should not 
just be the company that 
offers you the lowest lease- 
rate factor. You need to 
choose a lessor that will pro- 
vide you with "value-added" 
services. Find a leasing part- 
ner that will understand your 
goals and provide flexibility 
that will assist you in achiev- 
ing those goals. 

Before you choose a leas- 
ing partner, there are some 
things you and your partner 
need to consider. 



Do It On Your Schedule 

Most finance companies 
offer leases for terms of 24, 
36, or 48 months. But what 
if your project doesn't fall 
into one of those cate- 
gories? For example, your 
project might require a 
ramp-up period in which 
you must phase in your 
hardware over a year. You 
might then need a leasing 




partner willing to set up a 
lease that will phase in and 
finance your hardware as 
you receive it, and then start 
the lease term when all the 
hardware is received. 

Many times the best way 
to phase in a new installation 
is to run your old equipment 
in parallel with your new 
equipment for a period of 
time. This type of arrange- 



ment requires a leasing part- 
ner that would be willing to 
purchase your old IT equip- 
ment and rent it back to you 
for a short term while 
financing your new installa- 
tion at the same time. (We 
call this type of arrange- 
ment a purchase-lease back.) 
This gives you the money to 
spend today on your new 
hardware while allowing 
you to continue using your

Does your leasing partner 
have any hardware expertise 
at all? The leasing company 
that finances your forklift 
trucks is usually not the 
right partner to implement a 
rollout of a complex, compli- 
cated IT project. A good full- 
service IT leasing partner 
should understand technolo- 
gy hardware. It should have 
a hardware trading depart- 
ment with the expertise to 
provide you with some addi- 
tional information about your

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old hardware at the same 
time. 

Or maybe you need to 
temporarily rent hardware 
for a short time while your 
new hardware is coming in. 
In this case, you should look 
for a leasing partner that has 
an inventory of equipment it 
is willing to provide on a 
short-term basis. 



IT equipment. And its exper- 
tise should be on multiple 
equipment platforms. It also 
should deal in both new and 
used equipment. The leas- 
ing partner with these types 
of resources will become a 
valuable resource to you. 

Most IT equipment manu- 
facturers have leasing depart- 
ments. But manufacturers 



primarily are there to move 
new (not used) hardware. 
Sometimes the solution to 
your IT needs might call for 
a combination of used and 
new hardware. Therefore, it 
might be a good idea to stay 
away from the manufactur- 
er's leasing company. 

You Signed It, Now Keep It! 

Let's face it: A leasing 
company makes money when 
your hardware "stays in." In 
fact, the thing a leasing com- 
pany lives for is seeing you 
keep your hardware installed 
well after your original lease 
term has expired. 

You need to choose a leas- 
ing partner that will share 
your goal of keeping your 
company IT platforms state 
of the art. A leasing partner 
should be as interested in 
keeping its lease hardware 
portfolio "fresh," as you are 
in keeping state-of-the-art 
hardware in your IT shop. 
Some leasing companies will 
tell you that they are willing 
to work with you to keep 
your equipment current. But 
you need to find out how real 
they are. Ask the potential 
leasing partner, "What hap- 
pens when 20 months into 
my lease, I decide I need to 
swap out my CPU?" The 
answer will tell you what 
their real goals are. 



Choose Wisely 

It helps when you and your 
leasing partner are pulling on 
the same end of the rope. But 
like in every good partner- 
ship, your partner cannot 
assist you if it is not made 
aware of your specific long- 
and short-term goals. A good 
partner will ask those ques- 
tions. The others will just 
quote you a lease rate. 

The ASCDI (www.ascdi 
.com) and the Equipment 
Lessors Association (www 
.elaonline.com) are good 
places to start when look- 
ing for a leasing partner. 
Although the ELA has a lot 
of great leasing companies, 
the ASCDI has a greater 
percentage of companies 
that lease and also provide 
hardware services. 

Remember, your IT lease 
should be a tool that, when 
properly implemented, al- 
lows you flexibility while at 
the same time keeps your 
IT departments state of the 
art — not a ball and chain that 
ties you down.

Are Security Badges Enough 
For Today's Data Centers?

In order to be successful, 

security must be adopted at all 
levels of an organization. One 
long-used method of security is 
the badge. A security badge is 
used for the identification of per- 
sonnel when they're carrying out 
official duties. In the majority of 
organizations, the badge is worn 
in plain view at all times, outside 
of clothing, with the wearer's 
photo visible, somewhere below 
the neck and above the waist. 
Validating a wearer's badge by 
examining his photo, name, and 
other security features goes a long 
way in securing an organization's 
buildings and environs. 

Organizations have found that 
issuing and obtaining those 
badges, however, can be a cumber- 
some endeavor. In addition, in 
some organizations, the records 
that coincide with badges are not 
readily available for perusal, limit- 
ing badge effectiveness when time 
is of the essence. On the other 
hand, when badges and the people 
who sport them can be readily 
authenticated, badges prove to be 
valuable security assets. What fol- 
lows are opinions from security 



experts as well as their solutions to 
the identity crisis existing in to- 
day's security climate. 

Dimensions Of Security 

Organizations differ in the man- 
ner they issue badges. In some, it 
is left to the department in charge 
of security. At others, the employ- 
ment or hiring departments may 
issue badges. For larger compa- 
nies, a separate group may be 
established just to issue and main- 
tain employee badges. No matter 
how they are issued, when badges 
are used alone as an authentica- 
tion method, they do not offer suf- 
ficient security. Because badges 
can be counterfeited, organizations 
cannot rely solely on them."Unless 
someone gets close and compares, 
it is no more than a cursory de- 
fense," says Winn Schwartau, 
president of security awareness 
provider InterPact. 

It's not just IT badges that come 
into question. What about the 
phone man with a badge? Is he 
real? And the waterman delivering 
his five-gallon jugs of water, is he 
real? "In my opinion, tying a badge 
reader system with an x.509 inter- 
face to the network will correlate 
who is in the building and who is at 



The Future Of Smart Badges 



Organizations and those in the field of security are developing new applica- 
tions for smart badges all the time. Right now, smart badges are already being 
used to have employee information (medical/health records, human resources 
data, payroll logs, etc.) readily at hand while still maintaining the individual's 
privacy, as well as overall security. As smart badges are adopted by organiza- 
tions to be compatible with the organizations' existing security card solutions, 
adding the extra safety measure of two-factor authentication (for accessing 
public workstations or Web-based applications) affords even more security.

their desktop," says Schwartau. 
Such correlation adds an additional 
layer of security, going one step 
further than a badge alone. 

According to Jeimy J. Cano, pro- 
fessor at the Universidad de los 
Andes, Bogota, Columbia, security 
badges are essentially part of a lar- 
ger security process that can be 
viewed from three perspectives: 
organizational, technical, and indi- 
vidual. Cano also says that from an 
organizational standpoint, badges 
can be seen as a culture within the 
organization, as a way to identify 
yourself within your institutional 
hierarchy. From a technical stand- 
point, badges are not a foolproof 
authentication technology and, as 
such, are vulnerable to forgery or 
counterfeiting. From the individual 
standpoint, personnel (the weakest 
link) do not always adequately pro- 
tect unissued badges and passes 
against loss, theft, or unauthorized 
use. For instance, badges that have 
yet to be issued may be kept in 
unsecured locations, such as un- 
locked cabinets and desk drawers. 
When those locations are left un- 
attended (and are thus even less 
secure), the badges become more 
susceptible to unauthorized access. 

The New Breed Of Badge 

The standard security badge is 
fast becoming a thing of the past. 
The conversion of security badges 
to smart badges that offer both 
logical and physical security is 
one of the most exciting develop- 
ments to hit the enterprise. In fact, 
those who choose to adopt smart 
badge technology soon realize the 
benefit of such a security solution, 
as it provides in-depth defense by 
monitoring the physical access, as 
well as the logical access. In addi- 
tion to providing physical security 
as it relates to the organization's 
physical premises, smart badges 
have the added benefit of authenti- 
cating users less intrusively. An 
added plus comes from the flexi- 
bility smart badges offer. Namely, 



one smart badge alone can allow 
the person to whom it's issued to 
gain entry onto the organization's 
premises; it can store the employ- 
ee's credentials, photo identifica- 
tion, and more. 

Going The Smart Way 

To begin, your organization will 
have to think smart and design 
your logical access around the 
smart badge. From an IT stand- 
point, the most appealing facet of 
smart badges lies in their flexibili- 
ty. One badge alone, issued from a 
single site dedicated to that task, 
can serve several security purpos- 
es within the organization. That 
one badge (per employee) can 
eliminate the need for administra- 
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tive, programming, and support 
services that are sometimes re- 
dundant or overlapping. These 
include, but are not limited to, 
serving as an employee photo 
identification card, building and 
facility access card, digital ac- 
cess card (for desktop and lap- 
top access), and a container for 
employee credentials. 

Some integrated solutions will 
actually have built-in intelligence 
that allows administrators to see, in 
a graphical representation, where 
users are. Think of those in your 
organization who smoke, for exam- 
ple, leaving the office every 65 
minutes. Furthermore, some sys- 
tems can build a profile of which 
applications users have accessed, at 
what time of day they are access- 
ing, and from where it is being 
done (local LAN, WAN, VPN, 
etc.). Those systems can then raise 
alarm conditions in case behaviors 
are detected that are deemed out of 
the norm. 



Proper Badge Etiquette 



If you've been issued a badge by your organization, you must be sure to 
remove it and place it in a secure location when you're not serving in your 
official capacity. A badge entrusted to you must be maintained in good 
condition and out of reach of others, including colleagues and other 
employees. Protection of security badges from loss or misuse is an important 
employee responsibility. The following badge-protection measures can help 
you keep your badge from falling into the wrong hands: 



□ If you must leave your badge in a vehicle, make sure it is 
locked securely. 

□ A badge left in a vehicle should not be left in plain sight. 
Even a locked vehicle may not deter a thief from breaking 
in to steal the badge. 

□ Your badge should never be used for purposes not related 
to your work. 

□ When out in public, your badge should not be visible (nei- 
ther worn nor displayed). 

□ Treat your badge with the same care you would your wallet 
and/or purse; in fact, it is wise to keep them together so as 
not to forget your badge when going to work. 

□ As with your wallet or purse, your badge should be placed 
in the same location each time you remove it so that you 
can find it easily when it is again needed.

Start Planning For The 
Wireless World Now

According to Nick Jones, research 
vice president at Gartner, "Wireless 
isn't a technology; it's an indispensable 
business tool." He expects that in 10 to 
15 years, wireless technologies will 
totally surround us. 

Despite forward-thinking statements, 
such as that of Jones, the time to begin 
planning for total immersion in wireless 
is now. 

Security: The No. 1 1ssue 

If the posting of Paris Hilton's per- 
sonal information hacked off her T- 
Mobile account can make CNN Head- 
line News, imagine what sort of havoc 
will occur as vital business apps move 
into the wireless realm. Gartner predicts 
that by 2010 80% of critical processes 
for the enterprise will rely on real-time 
mobile data. 

This means more sensitive informa- 
tion floating around in the ether, ripe 
for the picking. CIOs must start deal- 
ing with the implications of security 
surrounding their mobile deployments 
right now, if they are to get their 
hands around reducing the insecuri- 
ties before the days of totally wireless 
arrive for their organization. 

Directly tied to all this diversity is 
the issue of manageability. Organ- 
izations need to begin developing their 
strategies now for managing and sup- 
porting mobile applications. 

Jones suggests creating an atmos- 
phere of "controlled diversity" by 
accepting the fact that organizations 
can't conquer diversity in the wireless 
space. "By 2007, corporations will use 
at least five separate wireless stan- 
dards. Fierce battles will be fought 
between platforms such as Microsoft, 
RIM, and Symbian and technologies 
such as WiFi, WiMax, and UMTS," 
predicts Jones. 

Start Now 

Mobility and its associated devices 
are already out of control in most orga- 
nizations. Wireless access points have 
been discreetly plugged into the corpo- 
rate network under a desk, so employ- 
ees can move about the office without 
having to worry about finding a net- 
work jack or carrying cables. Exec- 
utives are accessing their company 
email over PDAs using 802.11 public 
hotspots. Hospitals are deploying RFID 
tracking on medications, personnel, 
and equipment. Combination VoIP 
and cellular phones promise to offer 
full voice and data access wirelessly, 
regardless of their location. This list 
grows bigger every day. 

To best prepare for the totally wire- 
less world, there are two key issues an 
organization must address to build a 
winning strategy: policies and stan- 
dards and user education. 



Policies and standards cover a lot of 
territory when it comes to resolving 
many of the dilemmas associated with 
mobile device use. Implementing de- 
tailed policies in regards to the secure 
practices and acceptable use of mobile 
devices in an organization today will set 
the stage for a smoother transition from 
the wired to wireless world tomorrow. 

02 Mobile surveyed IT managers 
and found that only one in four have 
policies in place to support wireless 
devices, and 79% agreed that mobile 
device support interrupts legitimate 
services of their department. The most 
common offenders were PDA users, 
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Standardization of mobile resources 
might sound like a good idea, but due 
to the immaturity of the space, there 
are still plenty of growing pains asso- 
ciated with it. One of the big examples 
CIOs are struggling with now is the 
proliferation of instant messaging and 
SMS via mobile devices. These two 
apps have ingrained themselves in the 
fabric of rapid-fire, real-time enterpris- 
es such as financial institutions, es- 
pecially commodities trading. Who 
would have thought five years ago that 
contracts worth millions of dollars 
would be routinely negotiated on 
mobile devices using the same pub- 
lic networks, such as AOL, Yahoo!, 
and MSN, that are used to chat with 
friends and family online? 

As mobile networks become more 
powerful, the ability to integrate more 
enterprise processes into the airspace 
is creating the need for businesses to 
proportionally scale resources. This 
means ultimately hiring more person- 
nel to manage and maintain wireless 
systems and mobile applications. At 
this point in the game, organizations 
are cautiously weighing their invest- 
ments into wireless technologies 
against the return, in an effort to stem 
the rising tide. Nevertheless, as the 
ubiquity of wireless increases, organi- 
zations will be hard pressed to turn

with smart phones and portable music 
devices coming in second and third. 

Unfortunately, even wireless use pol- 
icies still need to mature. Only 25% of 
those in the 02 study who had written 
policies stipulated that users couldn't 
carry sensitive data on their personal 
devices. That means that an employee 
bopping into the office listening to 
his portable MP3 player has the po- 
tential to walk out with 80GB of 
company data. 

With the growing alphabet soup of 
802.x standards, multiple types of 
cellular services and the exponential- 
ly expanding list of mobile devices 
and the applications they support, 
standardization throughout the enter- 
prise will set the stage for managed 
mobile communications.

The second important aspect of 
preparing for a wireless world is user 
education. Policies and standards 
aren't going to do much good unless 
they are drilled into the brain of each 
user ad nauseam. Take every opportu- 
nity to inform and educate users about 
acceptable and appropriate use. 

Wireless devices and mobile applica- 
tions are a boon to the enterprise, but it 
is obvious that these trends must also be 
effectively managed. Companies must 
realize that wireless is rapidly gaining 
ground in day-to-day business process- 
es. Rather than resist assimilation, orga- 
nizations must begin now to move into 
the wireless realm responsibly.

Technology & Cost Keep SMEs From 
Continuous Connectivity . . . For Now

Several years ago when industry 
experts noted that the future of IT 
was all about a real-time, mobile 
infrastructure, the idea seemed near 
fantastical. Wireless technology 
barely had a foothold in the market, 
and the price of highly available, 
redundant networks limited them 
to only the most cash-rich organiza- 
tions out there. 

Today, the possibility of the busi- 
ness world moving into an always-on 
environment doesn't seem so impos- 
sible. Mobile technologies are light- 
years ahead of where they were even 
two years ago, and the proliferation 
of wireless networks is clipping 
along at a breakneck pace. Accord- 
ing to IDC, by the end of the year 
more than three-quarters of U.S. 
organizations will have adopted 
wireless technologies. 

Still, research indicates that only 
35% of all U.S. workers are tagged as 
mobile. But the prejudices against a 
roaming workforce and the improve- 
ments in technology are shifting the 
paradigm away from a desk-bound 
labor pool. IDC says that it expects 
66% of the workforce to be mobile 
by the end of 2006. 

In order to truly leverage the abili- 
ties of these mobile workers, busi- 
nesses are constantly on the lookout 
for new ways to maximize their 
efficiency. 

Best Bet Is Available Model 

Sometimes referred to as ubiqui- 
tous computing, always-on comput- 
ing is the ultimate end game for 
maximized mobile efficiency. But 
even the most sophisticated opera- 
tions today haven't truly reached the 
24/7 connectivity benchmark of the 
always-on model. The late 1990s 
promise of GPRS technology to 
extend mobile reach to attain 
always-on capability has proven a 
bust. And the technology that exists 
still has challenges to overcome. 
Most wireless networks have cover- 
age area problems, dropped con- 
nections, low bandwidth, and high 
latency to deal with. 

These problems exist with the best 
available technology and configura- 
tion. For small to medium-sized enter- 
prises, the challenges of developing a 
mobile enterprise are even more 
daunting because of budgetary and 
staffing constraints. 

So today the best we can expect is 
almost always-on computing. The 
model is what vendors like to call 
always-available computing. Rather 
than depending on a constant connec- 
tion, the always-available strategy 
allows for lapses. 

Mobile workers are given accessi- 
bility to data and applications stored 
on their devices. If there is no network 
connection while they are working, 
the data is synchronized on-demand 
when a connection is available. 
"Access to data must be consistent 
and reliable, regardless of network 



state. It shouldn't be the user's con- 
cern if there is a live connection or 
not," explains a recent white paper 
commissioned by Adesso Systems on 
the subject. "Ideally, the information 
architecture should be so transparent 
that an organization's business strate- 
gy, people, and processes dictate how 
technology is deployed." 

Make The Transition

not as ideal as its vendors would 
make it seem. When dealing with 
concurrent use of data across the 
network, anything less than real-time 
synchronization leaves room for 
error and complication, hence the 
continued push to transition to 
always-on computing. 

According to Gartner, technologi- 
cal advances should lead to attain- 
ment of this goal within 10 years. 
Eventually, Gartner analysts believe 
that 80% of key business processes 
will involve the exchange of informa- 
tion among mobile workers. 

So what needs to happen before our 
environments truly are ubiquitous? 



The most obvious answer is an 
improvement in availability — espe- 
cially in the cost of high availability 
technologies. Until costs come 
down, there is no ROI advantage 
to jump from an always-available 
model to always-on. A major bell- 
wether for these changes will be 
the cost and penetration of grid 
computing. 

Analysts believe that together with 
the proliferation Web services and 
their simplified interfaces, grid 
computing will help businesses 
of all sizes deploy always-on solu- 
tions. In order to manage these sys- 
tems, the self-healing capabilities 
of on-demand management of the 
infrastructure will take on critical 
importance. 

To managers at smaller businesses, 
the roadblock to always-on is obvi- 
ous. Most SMEs simply don't have 
the money or time to deal with tech- 
nologies such as grid computing that 
are still early in their hype cycles. 

But while it may seem that worry- 
ing about all of the other challenges 
that surround an always-on model 
(things such as security, battery life, 
device management, and data strate- 
gies) is putting the cart before the 
horse, it really isn't. 

Get Ready Now 

Because the future really is in a 
ubiquitous mobile environment, 
SMEs should still think ahead. 
"Forward-thinking enterprises are 
staking revenue, profitability, and 
client satisfaction goals on their field 
service operations and are leveraging 
technology solutions to reach these 
objectives," says Mark Vigoroso of 
the Aberdeen Group. 

By preparing with an always-avail- 
able model, small businesses can 
work out the tactical kinks that arise 
from highly available mobile setups. 
And by closely monitoring the ad- 
vances in grid computing and on- 
demand technologies, managers at 
these organizations can be poised to 
jump in at the earliest time for maxi- 
mum strategic advantage. 



Enterprise Information Management 



When the time comes that even the smallest organization has continuous connectivity 
with always-available computing, there will be plenty of new strategies for IT to imple- 
ment. Nothing will be as important as the incorporation of EIM (enterprise information 
management). 

Described by analysts at Gartner as a holistic arrangement, the EIM model will provide 
semantic consistency independent of any single application, service, or domain in a 
real-time environment. 

"EIM is not a tool or technology," say Andrew White and Brian Zrimsek in a new report 
on EIM, "but rather, a combination coordinated with an enterprise-class strategy to cre- 
ate a semantic blanket for the organization, independent of any one application or busi- 
ness domain." 

In essence, the idea is to create fluid interfaces and synchronization to prevent data 
confusion throughout the enterprise. It is the consolidation of data stratagem to prevent 
meltdown in such a fast-paced environment. 

"Who owns what data and how processes are to be developed to ensure that publishers 
and subscribers of data— users, applications, or services— synchronize the data is 
becoming increasingly important to users," say the Gartner analysts. 

Currently, there aren't any tools to implement EIM, but they are fast-approaching the 
market. Gartner expects them to emerge next year. As the transition to always-on, real- 
time architectures continue for small to medium-sized enterprises, analysts say these 
organizations are highly advised to investigate EIM models.

Embrace The Tech Industry's Instability, 
Star Investor Says

Roger McNamee has been a star 

Silicon Valley investor for more than 
two decades. He managed top-per- 
forming funds at T. Rowe Price, 
Integral Capital Partners, and Silver 
Lake Partners and is now a partner at 
Elevation Partners. You might expect 
him to write a book about investing in 
high-tech companies, but McNamee 
has penned "The New Normal: Great 
Opportunities in a Time of Great 
Risk," a book that addresses the 
broader topic of our new world's tur- 
bulence and how to make the most of 
it. Beyond how to invest post-9/1 1, he 
shows how to plan careers amid out- 
sourcing and downsizing, balance 
work and family, and react to terror- 
ism news and economic surprises. 

McNamee argues that the events of 
the past five years, starting with the 
dot-com crash of 2000, have recast 
the environment for making decisions 
about everything from globalization 
to career choices. An optimist, he 
looks at business accounting scandals 
and shows how the resulting environ- 
ment still enables individual investors 
to prosper. 

"Corporate paternalism has been 
replaced by personal responsibility, 
which exposes us to more risk but 
also exposes us to more rewards," he 
writes. "Technology and globalization 
have cleared a path for advancement 
that's right there under your feet, if 
you're willing to take the first step." 

In other words, the world has 
changed. Don't wait for the old 
ways to come back. It's a "new nor- 
mal." With so much downsizing, he 
says, people should forget about job 
stability. Instead, they should embrace the 
opportunity to change with the times and 
switch careers several times if necessary. 
Education is something that never ends. 
"Half the battle is knowing that you need to 
keep expanding your horizons," he says. 
Figure out what you like doing, and then 
determine whether the world values what 
you want to do. 

Timing & Insight Are Key 

For business managers, McNamee says the 
safe path in the wake of the bubble bursting is 
to cut back and wait for clear signs of recovery 
to come back. But he encourages managers to 
take more risks, be more flexible, embrace 
new business models, and move faster. The

Internet, have the potential to extend useful 
applications to the edge of the network. That 
means people using handheld computers can 
tap useful services from eBay to 
expense reporting. But rather than 
continue to hype this five-year-old 
trend, he soberly points out how 
long it will take to come to fruition. 
He notes that it must first establish 
an infrastructure, benefit from an 
enabling technology, and then 
finally move on to useful content 
and applications. If you invest in 
applications too early, as many did 
with early versions of Web ser- 
vices, then you will be too far 
ahead of the pack. It's all about 
timing.

new world offers new choices but requires us 
to make more decisions. Managers have to be 
conversant in technology and globalization 
and execute plans that take those forces into 
account. In particular, he foresees big changes 
in mobility technology enabling business 
applications at the edge of the network. IT 
managers who experiment with these tech- 
nologies will see a return. 

"Delay is still a strategy," he says. "But it's 
a really, really bad one." 

For investors, McNamee emphasizes the 
importance of timing and insight. Companies 
once thought that moving on Internet time 
was the only thing that mattered. And it's true 
that early adopters have advantages. Some 
companies indeed got lucky with the gold 
rush to the Internet. But he cautions that com- 
panies must both move fast and guess right. 
Netscape had many advantages at the onset of 
the Web. Had it invested in portal or search 
technology, it might have beaten Yahoo! or 
Google. Instead, it challenged Microsoft in 
browsers. Its timing was right, but its insight 
was wrong. 

He does delve deeper into technology fore- 
casts with a discussion of Web services. Web 
services, which allow someone to tap into 
sophisticated software applications across the 



Short On Predictions? 

Much of what McNamee says 
makes common sense. But it isn't 
always easy to use his advice to 
make decisions. That's because the 
book has many sweeping state- 
ments. They're logically connected, 
but not always well supported with 
case studies or real-world exam- 
ples. He offers 15 general tips for 
investors, but for all his expertise in 
investing, he doesn't make many 
predictions. One place where he 
does is when he says that a compa- 
ny that focuses on "quick and 
dirty" solutions is likely to beat one 
that is technically elegant — much 
like Microsoft beat out Apple. But 
he doesn't teach you how to spot 
the difference between a company 
that is more like Apple and one 
more like Microsoft. 

The good thing about the book is 
that it doesn't get bogged down in a 
professorial style. McNamee and 
his co-author, David Diamond, 
write in quick, short sentences — as 
if they were talking really fast on a 
cell phone traveling through an air- 
port. The style is conversational and makes 
for a quick read.

Data center managers should read this book 
because it offers advice on how they can begin 
to take risks again in a post-9/1 1 environment. 
McNamee argues that those who stand still will 
be taking fewer risks in the short term, but in the 
long term they have no chance of smashing 
success. 

He suggests that data center managers and IT 
professionals should experiment with new tech- 
nology. That means putting resources into web 
services or exploiting offshore programming tal- 
ent. This, he says, "is the courage to act." Those 
who make key insights, recognize the importance 
of timing, and pursue the right business model 
are the ones who will succeed.

Return To Sender 



Microsoft Moves To Stem The Tide Of Spam & 
Fraud With Sender ID Technology 



by Stephen J. Bigelow 

When we receive email, it's normal to 
assume that the return address shown in each 
message is correct, that that is indeed the 
person or company sending the message. 
However, things are not always as they 
appear in cyberspace. Hackers and malicious 
companies can easily spoof a sender's email 
address, replacing the true address with the 
address of some poor unsuspecting individ- 
ual or other organization. Such activity can 
severely impact affected address holders, 
causing recipients to block further legitimate 
communications, and even influence their 
ability to conduct normal business opera- 
tions. The IT industry is working to over- 
come the problem of address spoofing by 
introducing email authentication technolo- 
gies. Microsoft is one leader in the field with 
its emerging Sender ID technology. 

Gone Phishin' 

Microsoft points out that address spoofing 
is mainly applied in phishing scams that are 
intended to dupe recipients into revealing 
personal information. In one simple form, 
phishers mask their address with that of 
a major bank, online store, or other major 
entity and then send millions of emails to 



promising framework, and we continue to 
work with others in the industry to forge 
consensus and lead adoption of email 
authentication technologies." This has been 
due to the large number of changes and 
enhancements made to the Sender ID speci- 
fication based on a wide range of industry 
response. "Based on key feedback from 
industry and the IETF MARID (Mail 
Transfer Agent Authorization Records in 
Domain Name System) working group, the 
Sender ID Framework has been enhanced 
to include support for multiple ways of 
publishing and checking records of senders, 
including PRA (purported responsible 
address), MAIL FROM, or both. These 
enhancements provide implementers broad 
choice and deployment flexibility, accom- 
modating any combination of platform, 
application, and licensing choices by 
receiving systems. The spec also accom- 
modates backward compatibility with SPF 
v.l, so companies that have already begun 
publishing in that format can continue to 
implement the revised Sender ID frame- 
work." 

The results of a Sender ID check can also 
be used to help tweak the filtering per- 
formed by mail servers, bringing such fac- 
tors as past behaviors, traffic patterns, and

recipients across the Internet. The email mes- 
sage typically includes some tall tale about 
verifying account information and directs the 
recipient to a doctored Web site that looks 
legitimate but actually is not. Visitors are 
then asked to disclose confidential informa- 
tion that the phisher can use. Obviously, you 
wouldn't fall for such a trap if you see a 
return address such as Muskegon_Joe 
@ hotmail.com, but a more official-looking 
address such as account_correction@boa 
.com may fool just enough individuals to 
make the phishers' effort worthwhile. 

According to Microsoft, Sender ID veri- 
fies the sender of each email message. This 
is accomplished in a particularly straightfor- 
ward means by checking the address of the 
server sending the email against a registered 
list of servers that the domain actually 
allows to send email. In actual practice, such 
verification is performed by the recipient's 
ISP or mail server and is invoked before the 
mail is ever delivered. In the example above, 
your ISP or corporate mail server would 
query the "boa.com" domain and check to 
see if the IP address sending the email is 
actually allowed from within that domain. 
If not (or if there is no "boa.com" domain), 
the message is judged to be bogus, and it's 
never received. In short, if your ISP or mail 
server cannot authenticate the sender, you 
never see the email. 

Gaining Popularity 

Sender ID is gaining acceptance from the 
IT industry. A Microsoft spokesperson 
says, "Sender ID has proven to be a very 



sender reputation into the decision to deliv- 
er mail to a recipient. Microsoft says that 
adoption is quickly gaining momentum in 
the industry: "A number of organizations 
have in the past few months announced 
their plans for Sender ID support either by 
encouraging industry adoption, publishing 
their own records, or offering specific prod- 
ucts and services that support the Sender ID 
framework, from email applications to anti- 
spam appliances and services." That list is a 
long one, including such major players as 
AOL, Amazon.com, Equifax, Symantec, 
VeriSign, and a host of others. 

Implementing Sender ID 

Given the remarkably straightforward 
technology involved, Sender ID is surpris- 
ingly easy to implement. In an interview 
published on Microsoft's Web site, Ryan 
Hamlin, general manager of Microsoft's 
Safety Technology & Strategy Group, says 
that two key steps are needed for users to 
implement Sender ID. "The call to action is 
really for companies first to publish their 
Sender ID record. There is a tool on our site 
(www.microsoft.com/senderid) that will 
help create that record. Once created, com- 
panies need to publish that information in 
the text record in DNS. For [email] send- 
ers, this is the only thing they need to do." 
He continues, "Mail receivers, including 
ISPs and mail transport agents (MTAs) 
have one more step to complete. They need 
to make sure that their software is compliant 
and has been updated. Many of the MTAs 
and ISPs have already made this change or 



are in the process of making the change for 
their customers." 

Microsoft's spokesperson says that ser- 
vices are already being updated for Sender 
ID support. "In terms of our own imple- 
mentation, Microsoft is moving forward 



with the revised Sender ID framework and 
has begun implementing the PRA check in 
Hotmail and MSN." 

But Microsoft is also looking past 
Sender ID, examining other means to help 
stem spam and phishing into the future. 
"Beyond Sender ID, we also continue to 
support complementary technologies such 
as signing solutions and computational 
proofs, which are important in addressing 
other technical aspects of spam that 
IP-based authentication mechanisms do 
not address." 



What's Next 



Putting Photons Into Computers 

Designers have long sought to bring optical data paths between PCs and even into the 
PC itself. Replacing current-carrying semiconductors and electrical interconnections with 
light-carrying elements could vastly increase speeds and significantly reduce power con- 
sumption, along with the resulting heat. However, optical components have been difficult 
and expensive to produce, and optical connections require specialized skills and tools to 
achieve properly. 

Intel has recently taken a notable step forward in merging optics and electronics by cre- 
ating a laser out of ordinary silicon. Not only does this leverage the broad base of knowl- 
edge available for silicon semiconductor fabrication, but silicon-based laser devices can 
also be far easier to align than current optical devices, eliminating much of the labor cost 
involved in optical devices. These are two extremely important hurdles for the semicon- 
ductor industry. Although commercial silicon laser devices are not expected for four to 
five years, Intel's breakthrough may soon open the door for cost-efficient, high-speed opti- 
cal links between computers, as well as key interconnections between PC components. 

I Multicore Processors Cause Licensing Concerns 

Placing multiple processing cores on the same physical chip makes a lot of sense 
when vast amounts of computing horsepower is needed, namely in servers and scientific 
computing applications. Chipmakers such as Intel have mapped out ambitious plans for 
their dual-core products. Intel expects to release its Pentium Processor Extreme Edition in 
Q2 2005, followed by the dual-core Itanium chip (Montecito) for servers shortly thereafter. 
Future chip versions are expected to each offer up to 32 cores. However, hardware makers 
are seeing a potential problem looming on the horizon: software licensing. 

Major software products such as Oracle's database are licensed based on the number of 
processor cores, so doubling the number of cores effectively doubles the license fees. 
Quadrupling the number of cores will increase licensing fees by a factor of four and so on. 
As the number of processor cores multiplies in years to come, the cost of licensing can eas- 
ily dwarf the value of hardware. Unfortunately, companies such as Oracle are resisting 
pressure from hardware makers such as Intel and HP to ease their licensing scheme and 
make accommodation for multicore processors. Hardware makers fear that such a firm 
position on licensing may eventually hurt the adoption of multicore processing products 
because software licensing costs may multiply beyond levels that are reasonable for many 
users. Network operators should review their current software licensing agreements very 
carefully when contemplating a move to dual-core systems — and beyond. 

I Sun Enters Next Phase 

Sun Microsystems has emerged as a leading force in grid computing, selling process- 
ing power to meet the needs of business much the same way that a company buys other 
commodities including electricity or natural gas. Late last year Sun established a service 
that offers large computing customers access to Sun's computing capacity at a cost of $1 
per processor hour. Processing service is provided using mostly AMD Opteron-based 
servers running the Solaris OS. 

Although this is potentially a boon for large computing consumers (such as researchers 
and designers), customers are still obliged to store their own data. Sun recently announced 
the next phase of its grid computing plans (dubbed Sun Grid), offering storage for $1 per 
gigabyte per month. Lower prices are expected for customers requiring lower levels of 
data protection. The storage service is anticipated for larger customers by April 2005, with 
access for smaller customers to appear sometime in June. 

Sun is also working on three additional services. An application service will allow 
partners to place their software on Sun's infrastructure. A developer service will provide 
programmers to develop software designed for large numbers of low-end networked com- 
puters. Both of these are expected by the summer.
